"YBA-DAY" IS HERE! 


The two weeks following Easter, April 11 to 
22, represent the critical period that will de- 
termine the measure of success which the YBA will 
experience in your area. This is the period in 
which members of association committees will be 
visiting local churches across the denomination, 
Following these visits, the churches will decide 
whether they wish to enroll in the YBA. 


"Aren't you placing too much responsibility 
upon these association committees?" I have been 
asked, "They have been pretty weak, you know." 


They have been weak--in many cases even non- 
existent. But for two years, our area directors 
and national staff representatives have been or- 
ganizing and training association committees that 
are stable and responsible. Experience in the 
pilot experimentation has shown that they will 
accept responsibility if they are challenged by 


a big job, and provided with adequate tools and 
training. 


The YBA is too big to be carried out suc- 
cessfully without the help of these intermediate 
groups. I have faith in them and believe that 
they will do their part. We may find some weak 
members. In a few rare instances the area direc- 


tor may have to rush in at the last minute to 
"confirm the feeble knee,"

RETURNS TO FIRST LOVE 


Word has just come to us that Rev. R. Lewis 
Johnson, pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Burlington, Vermont, is to be the new 
Director of Christian Education for the 
Chicago Baptist Association.

Becoming a member of our Christian education 
family is simply a matter of coming home in 
the case of "Lew" Johnson, for he served as 
the Director of Christian Education for New 
York State from 1945 until 1951. 


NEW DIRECTOR ENDORSES YBA 


"As a pastor in one of the pilot projects, 
what do you have to say about the YBA?" we 
wrote to Lewis Johnson. Here is part of his 
reply: 


"We are enthusiastic about the Year of Bap- 
tist Achievement. It has enlarged both 
church school and worship attendance, in- 
creased the effectiveness of the teaching, 
and lifted the spirit of our church. It has 
even had a wholesome influence on the stew- 
ardship of our congregation and the Trustees 
are impressed. 


"Inspired by the first Cluster Conference, 
one committee got busy enlisting new teach- 
ers, planning for new classes, improving 
equipment, revising the time schedule, pre- 
paring for a church-wide visitation. As a 
result, our church school attendance rose 
from our October '53 average of 89 to our 
October '54 average of 182. The congrega- 
tion has shown an increase of about 15%. We 
feel that much of this is due to increased 
interest in our educational program. 


"We have now three siz- 
able adult classes with 
an average attendance 
of seventy. Last year 
there were between five 


and ten adults who ate 
tended. 

“Me church school 
teachers are thrilled 


with the responsiveness 
of the whole church to 
their work. They have 
a new faith in their 
efforts.”

From one laboratory school in our denomina- 
tion held at Green Lake in 1944 with 13 stu- 
dent teachers, we have grown to two national 
schools with 160 students in 1954 and a doz- 
en regional schools with about 600 students. 


From one building, at Green Lake, in 1954 
and that a dwelling house, we have grown to 
four buildings, three of them model educa- 
tional units which are exerting a very con- 
structive influence on many local church 
building committees. 


In the summer of 1955 we hope to have com- 
pleted another much-needed building to help 
house our pyramiding programs. It will serve 
a double purpose, to house the older juniors 
(5 and 6 grades) at times when we need two- 
grade departments and to care for all ses- 
sions with adults in laboratory schools, 
Christian education conferences, national 
conferences on children's work, etc.

We are dependent upon and restricted by de- 
nominational policy to two sources for fi- 
nancial support of our Children's Center De- 
velopment Fund so far as promotion is per- 
mitted. They are individual gifts and vaca- 
tion church school offerings. 


Obviously, then, vacation church school of- 
ferings are very important to our program.

OLDER YOUTH CONFERENCE 


One of the most significant 
conferences to be held at 
Green Lake this year will be 
the Older Youth Conference, 
Especially designed for out 
of high school young people 
in the local church, it will 
also include college stu- 
dents, servicemen and women, 
seminary students, and em- 
ployed young people up to the 
age of 24. 


This is the age group where 
the church suffers the greatest percentage 
of loss. Many of the young men of this age 
go into the service and upon their return do 
not find their way back to the church. 
Other young people go away to college and do 
not have time for the church. There are 
still others who think they have outgrown 
the senior high BYF experience in the local 
church and start to make their friends else- 
where. The Youth Conference Planning Com- 
mittee recognizes the importance of revital- 
izing a program for this age group and 
challenging them to begin to contribute 
their time and talent to the church's pro- 
gram. For that reason, the entire program 
of the National Older Youth Conference will 
be dedicated to these ends. 


The theme, "No Longer Strangers," will be 
treated each day by the Platform Speaker, 
Dr. Samuel Proctor, Dean of Virginia Union 
University. The Platform Session will end 
with several challenging, soul-searching 
questions which will challenge the young 
. people to assemble in small groups for 
guided Bible study and discussion of the 
Platform Session. There will be an hour 
after that given to practical training where 
young people will work out a program which 
should challenge older youth to develop a 
new appreciation for the church. In the 
afternoon there will be Fellowship Forums 
which young people may choose as they will. 
And in the evening challenging vesper serv- 
ices will be led by Rev. Russell Bishop, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church, Newton 
Centre, Mass, Every church should attempt 
to have at least one delegate at this 
National Older Youth Conference.

SECOND BYF NATIONAL CONGRESS 


The Second BYF National Congress will be 
held on June 23 this year on the last day of 
the National Older Youth Conference. The 
National Senior High Training Conference 
which will have been in session in the Abbey 
Area will also join the older youth in par- 
ticipating in the Congress program. This is 
an opportunity for young people to review 
the program and policies of the BYF and to 
help make important decisions concerning the 
program for the coming year. Officers for 
the BYF will be elected by the Congress for 
the first time. Theretofore, they have been 
elected by National Council delegates only. 
All delegates to the Older Youth Conference 
and the Senior High Training Conference will 
be voting delegates in the Congress. 


CHRISTIAN CITIZENSHIP SEMINAR 


May 1 to 5 mark the dates for the first 
national Christian Citizenship Seminar which 
the BYF has sponsored for senior high and 
older youth. Because of the popularity of 
the Student Seminars in the past, it was 
felt wise to offer this same opportunity to 
senior high and older young people from 
local churches, This program will be of 
particular interest to local, associational, 
and state BYF presidents and Christian 
Citizenship chairmen, although anyone is 
eligible to come. Carloads of young people 
will originate ina number of states and 
will drive to Washington, arriving there 
sometime Sunday, May l. For those who come 
early there will be a worship service at one 
of the Washington, D.C., churches. From 3 to 
5 pem.e there will be a tour of Mt. Vernon 
and at 5:30 p.m., supper at the Calvary 
Baptist Church, 


The entire program has been set up to help 
young people to understand the workings of 
government and to appraise political matters 
from the Christian citizen's point of view. 
There will be interesting visits to the 
Department of State, to the FBI Building, 
and the National Art Gallery. There will be 
opportunities to talk with Congressmen and 
Senators and to sit in on various committee 
hearings. Among the Baptist leaders will be 
Rev. Dean Wright, Rev. Howard Rees, and Dr. 
Earl We Adams.

THE YEAR OF BAPTIST ACHIEVEMENT AND ADULTS 


In the YBA, teachers of adults, class 
officers, visitation committees, and the 
Committee on Adult Work will receive in- 
struction on how to discover unreached 


adults, to confront class members and others 
with the claims of Christ upon their lives, 
to encourage individual spiritual growth, 
to organize new groups for study and fellow 
Ship, to foster a church-centered loyalty, 
and to promote a more vital concept of 
Christian stewardship. Techniques of visi- 
tation and the follow-up of absentees will 
be interpreted. Thus, the Year of Baptist 
Achievement program, if followed closely and 
completely, will contribute to the expansion 
of adult work in the church, to the reaching 
of countless persons who are now outside the 
Sunday church school, and to an unpreceden- 
ted advance in adult Christian education 
across the American Baptist Convention. 


Church Loyalty 


It is a discouraging fact that many 
adults never attend Sunday worship services. 
At the conclusion of class sessions they 
eagerly return home to relax, to "catch up" 
on the news, to complete household chores, 
or to pursue other interests. Thus the tea- 
ching of the lesson each week fails to 
achieve one of its main objectives, namely, 
to lead adults to participate in meaningful 
worship experiences. The YBA program will 
emphasize attendance at morning worship ser- 
vices. Adult teachers and class officers 
will be supplied with suggested procedures, 
quotas, and attendance cards so that a weekly 
check on attendance can be made in every 
class session. In addition, the first major 
visitation project of the YBA will be direc- 
ted toward the commitment of every church- 
related family to three months of regular 
attendance at Sunday Church School and morn- 
ing worship, from October through December.

Decisions for Christ 


One of the major objectives of the YBA 
is to secure more decisions for Christ. A 
special six-session course on "Evanzelism in 
the Sunday Church School" will be offered to 
teachers of adults and youth, in order to ac- 
quaint them with methods of teaching for de- 
cisions, and of calling on class members and 
others whohave not made aprofession of faith 
in Christ. Thus, in churches where the YBA 
program is followed, teachers of adults will 
be led tofulfil their evangelistic responsi- 
bility more intelligently, and to approach 
every wnreached member for Christ and [is 
church. 

Follow-up of Absentees 


No emphasis inthe YBA should be of more 
practical help to teachers and officers in 
contacting and conserving adult class mem- 
bers, than the one on absentee follow-up.

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CAMPING CAN HELP 
THE CHURCH 


Church camping is one of the truly unique 
experiences in Christian teaching that the 
church can offer its membership. 


What Is Camping? 


Camping is an experience of living in the 
out-of-doors. It combines campers from many 
churches, outstanding leadership, the out-of- 
doors, and experiences in Christian living 
into an unforgettable experience. It brings 
to the camper ideas for his Christian life 
and the work of his church. Camping pro- 
vides youth with an opportunity to accept 
responsibilities to a degree not often found 
in the average community. 


What Is a Conference? 


A summer conference program is designed to 
train youth and adults in the principles of 
Christian living and in the work of their 
church. A variety of methods is used to make 
the conference both stimlating to the youth 
and adults attending, and meaningful in terms 
of training the conferee to do a more effec- 
tive job in his home, church, and community. 


Camps and Conferences in the Church Life 


No church would think of trying to get along 
without a pastor, and the Sunday church school 
has been found a necessity in the Christian 
training of the church family. But there are 
experiences the members of the church will 
never have unless they share ina camp or 
conference experience. Do they need to learn 
how to accept responsibility? Do they need 
to know more about God? Do they need to 
learn to put Christian teachings into opera- 
tion in their lives? Do they need to learn 
to cooperate with other people? Do the young 
people need to understand adults better and 
to discover that they have a significant 


place in the life of the church? Tae Gite). 
these are some of the things with which the 
camp and conference programs can help the 


church. Part of the training of every Chris- 
tian should be an experience in achurch camp 
or conference sometime during his lifetime. 
How to Select the Camper or Conferee 


1. The church should know theavailable camps 
in the area and what they offer. Compile 
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Department of Camps and 


Summer Conferences 


a list,including church camps, Scout, "Y," 
4-H camps, and others. Also list the con- 
ferences. Indicate the age groups that 
are accepted at each camp and conference. 


2. Know the camper and his needs. The church 
camp seeks to provide an experience in 
Christian living for the camper. It is 
not a reformatory, nor is it planned es- 
pecially for those who win a contest. 
Those responsible for selecting campers 
or conferees should know what they want 
to have happen in the life of the young 
people, and then select the camp which 
will accomplish that purpose. 

3. Artificial means of selection, such as 

contests, should be avoided. 


4, Age-group committees should be asked to 
nominate young people who are ready for 
this next step in Christian growth. 


5. The youth and adults who are most likely 
to use their new information in the life 
of the church are the ones who should be 
sent to summer conferences. The confer- 
ence is essentially a training opportun- 
ity and should not be thought of as a 
summer vacation. 


Who Pays for the Camp or Conference Experi- 
ence? 


The persons who are to benefit most directly 
should pay for this experience. These are 


the camper, his parents, and the church. No 


camper should be deprived 
of earning part of his camp money, and the 
parents and the church will have a greater 
sense of commitment to what is happening to 
the camper if they have a financial part in 
the camp. Encourage the churches in your 
area to include a sum in their budgets to 
send some of the members to camps and con- 
ferences. The Sunday church school may wish 
to place this item in its budget, and classes 
can be encouraged to provide camperships to 
send young people to camp. 


How an Awareness of the Importance of Camps 
and Conferences Can Be Created in the Church 
1. Encourage the church to recognize the 


camping program as an important part of 
its Christian teaching ministry.

2. Ask the church to express this opinion in 


tangible form by including an item for 
camperships in the church budget. 


5. Be sure every church in your area has the 
publicity material describing your camps. 


4. Urge pastors and other leaders to tell 
the entire church what is happening to 
their young people because of camping. 
Urge them to let the campers kmow that 
the church is interested in what is hap- 
pening. Suggest a special Recognition 
Service for campers and conferees. 


5. Suggest a reunion or a fellowship sharing 
experience for all youth who have atten- 
ded any type of camp or conference. 


6. The B.Y.F. should be asked to prepare a 
series of camp and conference posters. 


7. Urge use of exhibits. A camp scene can 
be represented by using a small tree, an 
ax or two, a small piece of canvas placed 
to look like the fly of a tent, a small 
tepee fire (if proper precautions are 
taken, a light bulb under colored cello- 
phane will make an attractive glow), a 
few utensils such as frying pan, plate, 
cup, Imife, fork, and spoon. The area 
should be small and roped off to prevent 
accidents. Another exhibit might include 
craft work of the type done at camp. 


Keeping an Eye on the Camper 


1. Something new has been added to the camp- 
er during his summer experience. Some 
campers have made decisions which they 
have declared publicly in camp. Urge the 
churches to be aware of these decisions. 


2. Churches should encourage the campers to 
continue their camp friendships through 
correspondence and attendance at associ- 
ation and state meetings. 


3. Some campers will have made an outline of 
a program for Christian growth. This 


should be discovered and the young person 
helped to work out the program.

The scene is in the home of the bride- 
to-be. Plot is centered around the activi- 
ties of the day preceding the wedding, in- 
cluding the wedding and wedding dinner; with 
the unavoidable delay in the groom's arrival 
forming the thread of the plot. At last the 
ceremony is held in which Pastor Martin 
speaks on the text: "Jesus was called to the 
marriage." At the wedding dinner the 
bride's Grampa relates the inspiring high- 
lights of his own marriage and the blessings 
to be derived from basing a marriage on the 
Christian way of life. 


Might be particularly useful with youth 
and young adults in the concluding sessions 
of a premarital class. Could also be used 
with seminary students to emphasize their 
own responsibilities as ministers. Suggest 
using it in a family group to lead to a 
wholesome discussion of Christian marriage. 
Although the marriage ceremony is Lutheran, 
the film's message transcends denominational 
differences. Film fails to interpret ade- 
quately the implication of, "Christ is part 
of the family." RECOMMENDED for discussion
